has called a mass meeting for 2 p | 
Saturday for the purpose of ie | 
higher pay and perfecting a new or- 
ganization to unionize the industry. 

Local labor leaders declare that un- 
der rates now in effect, earnings of | 
skilled candlewick bedspread workers | 
often average as low as 25 cents per 
day, whereas when the NRA code was | 
in effect the wage scale netted “tuft- 
ers’ from 75 cents to $1.50 daily. 

Some of the leading manufacturers 
have expressed their willingness to 
raise the schedule of rates, which vary 
according to the amount of handwor 
on thé spread, but declare they are 
unable to do so when other manufac- 
turers persist in wage slashing and 
cutting prices on the lower grade 
spreads. 


It is estimated that there are some 
30,000 men and women in northwest 
Georgia and surrounding territory en- 
gaged in making candlewick bed- 
spreads, the volume of business o 
manufacturers aggregating close to 
7,000,000 annually, a large percent- 
age of which originates in Dalton.

TOBACCO PRICES SOAR 

With the heavy offerings of leaf 
at the various tobacco markets in 
south Georgia, and prices from 10 
to 25 per cent higher than last 
year, a new acceleration in the im- 
provement of conditions in Geor- 
gia is certain to come. 

Four years ago the tobacco grow- 
ers of Georgia received an average 
of less than 10 cents per pound for 
their product. Last year the aver- 
age price was above 18 cents. 

There has been -another material 
increase this year. ~ 

With a large crop to dispose of, 
the growers of tobacco in two 
dozen or more counties in south 
Georgia will receive this week prob- 
ably the largest amount of money 


that has come to them in any sea-. 
son since they turned from cotton | 


production to tobacco, The re- 
ceipts from this year’s crop will 
probably reach $15,000,000, 

The coming of these millions to 
the agricultural interests of the 
state will benefit every phase of the 
economic structure in Georgia. The 
golden flood will pass from the 
farmers to the merchants in the 
small cities and eventually find its 
way to the larger commercial and 
industrial centers. 

The remarkable improvement that 
has taken place in conditions in 
Georgia during the past three years 
is reflected in the reports of the 
Treasury Department that during 
the fiscal vear ending June 30 there 
has been an 18 per cent increase 
in the customs collections 
state over the previous 12 months. 

The collections show an increase 
from $§$ 6,000 a year ago to 
$3,223,000, aS against a national 
increase from $346,500,000_ to 
$388,773,000.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON. : 
DROUTH DELUSIONS WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.— Weathermen 


, have probably been wrong as often as 
most politicians, but the best of them hereabouts will guarantee that 
current popular notions about the drouth areas are mostly dry prop- 
aganda. 

For one thing, they do not believe there is the slightest chance of 
the great plains area becoming the great American Sahara. For another, 
they do not believe that the ploughing of that area had anything impor- 
tant to do with the drouth. 

That great movie, produced by Professor Tugwell, depicting these 
theories, they say, bore a few birthmarks of a Hollywood studio scenario. 
That is, it certainly did when it implied that the ploughing of the plains 
had anything to do with the weather, beyond increasing the séveérity of 
dust storms. 

Loose talk now current in the drouth areas is subject to the same 
classification, they say. 


HISTORY These fair-and-warmer fellows have records to show that 

for years after the plains were ploughed up, there was 
more rain than usual. At that time, the cry was “rain follows the plow.” 
This notion was just as false as those now current. 

Likewise, they can show you there were drouths on the plains long 
before the first plow caused the first wrinkle in it. 

Or, consider the record of the dust bowl. It shows the rainfall for 
the five years ending in 1894 was exactly the same as for the five years 
ending in 1935, And the drouth there in the late nineties was as severe 
as this one. 

The truth, as they see it, is those middle western areas get such a 
small amount of rain in their best years that a slight curtailment of rain- 
fall causes suffering. But the law of averages indicates it will all even 
up in the end; that when one country fails to get its rain, another country 
gets the deficiency (reports from Europe now indicate the rainfall is so 
heavy it is interfering with the harvesting); that over a period of years 
rainfall history everywhere repeats itself. 


ENCOURAGEMENT Nor do the cloud surveyors take any stock in 


the theory that, because lakes and rivers have 
dried up, future rains will be any the lighter in the drouth area. They 
Say that all the moisture absorbed by thé sun in the west and rained 
on the west in a year would not make more than one good shower. 

They note that West Virginia, a wooded and humid state, was the 
worst drouth state in 1930 but has not had a severe one since; that 
suffering lowa’s rivers were rather full before the drouth hit her. 

The midwest moisture, they say, comes long distances, mostly from 
the Gulf of Mexico. As long as the gulf has water in it, the midwest 
will average up in rainfall over a period of years. 

Otherwise, no one can do anything about it except the fellow who 
pushes the clouds around. 


INFLUENCE Mr. Claude Bowers now knows his Spanish onions. As 

our ambassador, he steamed up close to the shore in 
the port of Bilbao on the U. S. S. Oklahoma so the Spaniards could see 
her 14-inch guns without straining their eyes. He disembarked under 
those shiny guns and informed the local officials that American warships 
had been sent to evacuate the Americans. The Spaniards looked at the 
guns and decided they would be glad to afford Mr. Bowers every con- 
venience, 

A few days later, Mr. Bowers went into another Spanish port, but 
this time on the cutter Cayuga, the armament of which consists mainly 
of a pistol in the captain’s pocket. Mr. Bowers spied the Spanish war- 
ships which had been-shelling the town and which were apparently com- 
ing back to do it again. The cautious Mr. Bowers looked at the cap- 
tain’s pistol and at the Spanish warships and decidéd not to go ashore. 
The Cayuga hoisted anchor and wisely moved on. 

It proved again that diplomatic influence is largely a matter of 
caliber.

HEALTH. TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


Three factors contribute toward the 
occurrence of “weak ankles,” pronated 
feet, the early or functional stage of 
flat feet, commonly seen in children, 
especially in girls, from 10 to 16 years 
old, wrete Ol’ Doe Brady in his (this) 
health column a long time ago, 
namely: 

1, Faulty nutrition. 

2. Neglect of physical education. 

3. Improper footwear. 


That first factor I was just mulling | 


over in my mind. You know it was 
easier to run a health column in those 
days. 
the life ovt of me every time I said 
anything chat didn’t jibe well with 
their notion of what the public should 
know. So 1 had more time, more lib- 
erty, more incentive to work out little 
problems which needed clarification. 
Lhe conviction that faulty nutrition 
is an important cause of this weakness 
was borne in on me in the early days 
of practice when I observéd that most 
chifdren with pronated feet were phys- 
ically deficient and “needed a good 
tonic;” they were pale, too, and ‘‘need- 
ed iron;” they usually got a “tonic,” 
a kind of shotgun mixture which con- 
tained a pinch of iron, enough quin- 
ine to make it as bitter as a “tonic” 
had to be, and a good dash of nux 
vomica or its alkaloid strynchnine to 
whip up the poor undernourished 
nerves and “strengthén” the soft mus- 
cles and ligaments. 

Of course such treatment availed 
little. Whatever benefit the child re 
ceived from treatment was due to the 
strapping or other elastic support for 
the feet and legs and to correction of 


errors in the shoes, and to such acci-| 


dental exposure to sunlight-as the 
child happened to enjoy. 

This functional weakness of legs 
and feet, which ultimately becomes 4 
structu@al defect (flat feet) if neg- 
lected, is far less common today than 
it was 30 years .ago. I believe it is 
less common, not because children’s 
shoes are so much better now, but 
mainly because they get more ultra- 
violet light on naked skin, and more 
vitamin D in their diet. The recom- 
mendation of all health authorities 
that everybody should drink a quart 
of milk a day—the youth food—has 
undoubtedly contributed toward this 
improvement in physical status. Fresh 
whole milk, cream and butter, to- 
gether with yolk of egg, are practical- 
ly the only natural foods that furnish 
any significant amount of vitamin DV. 
Fish liver oil of one sort or another 
has been the principal source of vita- 
min D to supplement ordinary diet in 
infancy or childhood. The taste of 
fish liver oil is sometimes a serious 
objection. Today, however, the most 
highly concentrated vitamin D obtain- 
able is tasteless and a dose of a few 


drops daily will supply more vitamin | 


D than would many spoonfuls of cod 
liver or halibut liver or shark liver 
oil. 

The best management of pronated 
feet, turning in at the ankles, fatigue 
posture, vague aches and pains im legs, 
knees, hips, back mistaken for “rheu- 
matic” or ‘‘growing’’ pains, toeing out, 
sweating and burning of the feet, may

’ For five thundering hours on the 
morning of July 20, loyal cannon set 
up on the Plaza de Espana at the 
base of the famed Don Quixote stat- 
ue sent a continuous’ barrage of 
screeching shellfire through the trees 
against the barracks and dislodged a 
thousand officers, soldiers and citi 
zens with fascist sympathies who 
sought to overthrow the barracks and 
capture the capital for the rebels, 


PIUS GRIEVED 
BY “MADNESS” 
CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, Aug. 


5.—{/)—Pope Pius today declared him- 
self “profoundly grieved and deeply 
moved by the wave of criminal mad- 
ness which has invaded Spain.” 

The pontiff gave this expression to 
prelates after receiving many Spanish 
refugees and listening to their tales 
of suffering and loss.

Foreign War Drums Inspire 
U.S. To Increase Army Forces 


Man Strength Raised From 118,000 to 165,000 During Past 
Year; Tanks, Airplanes and Artillery Included 
in Movement. . 


Editor's Note: How the United 
States army has been strengthened 
during the past year is described in 
the following dispatch, the second of 
a series dealing with changes in 
American diplomatic and _ military 
policy as the result of war threats 
in Europe and the Far East.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(UP)— 
The beating of war drums abroad has 
inspired an increase in both the size 
and efficiency of the United States 
army during the last year. 

Although still small in comparison 
with the land forces of European pow- 
ers, the army has increased its 
strength from 118,000 to 165,000 men. 
More important, it is stepping up its 
firing power and mobility at a rapid 
rate and is building one of the most 
powerful air corps in the world. 
| Fast tanks, a completely motorized 
artillery, rapid transport and swift- 
striking airplanes are the weapons in 
which the modern general puts his 
trust. General staffs are agreed that 
the “next war’ will be one of quick, 
daring maneuvers rather than a gruel- 
ling deadlock between entrenched 
forces like the World War. Hence the 
—— on speed. 

ehind the building of what might 
be called this ‘new army” lies an in- 
teresting period of American military 
history. The United States always has 
adhered to the idea of a small, well- 
trained force in days of peace, backed 
by a reserve corps with some training 
which could be quickly expanded in 
time of war. 

When Europe burst into flame in 
1914, the United States army was in- 
significant compared with forces 
across the sea. Even in 1916 when 
the first national defense act was pass- 
ed, it numbered only 5,025 officers and 
102.616 men. 

The original national defense act, 
the cornerstone of modern American 
military policy, authorized a standing 
army of 11,450 officers and 223.580 
men and a national guard of 17.000 
officers and 440,000 men. Further, it 
'set up a reserve officers corps, estab- 
‘lished a system of military training in 


colleges and founded a council on na- 
tional defense. 

It also provided $14,000,000 for 
aviation with amendments, making 
changes in numbers, the act still 
stands. 

But the armies established by the 
act remained largely theoretical. Right 
on the eve of America’s entrance into 
the World War, this country had only 
200,000 men under arms—183,000 in 
the regular army and 67,000 in the 
national guard. 

Then the world saw a military 
miracle. In less than 18 months, the 
United States had 3,757,624 men un- 
der arms—2,086,000 of them actually 
at the theater of war in France. 

: In the great Meuse-Argonne offen- 
sive, 1,200,000 United States soldiers 
took part. 

But military historians are careful 
to stress that most of these troops 
were carried across in British ships 
and that the United States army re- 
lied largely on the French for artil- 


lery. The country was not self-suffi- 
cient. 

When it came time to disband this 
huge war machine and congress began 
forming a permanent defense system 
in the amended national defense act, it 
provided for a standing army of 18,000 
officers and 280,000 men. But, as the 
size of the army always has been de- 
pendent on the money appropriated by

congress, it never has approached that 
strength. 

While there seemed hope of disar- 
mament throughout the world, the 
army faced difficulty in getting ap- 
propriations from congress. Then the 
breakdown of disarment_ efforts, 
Japan’s march into Asia, Mussolini’s 
Ethiopian conquest and the’ general 
unsettled condition of the world ap- 
pears to have changed both congres- 
sional and publie psychology.

1. Its enlisted personnel has been 
increased from 118,000 to 165,000 
men, a step which General Douglas 
MacArthur, recently chief of staff, said 
would “double its combat effective- 
ness.”
